Backstory 

Marco McMillian, 34, forged many political ties 

while serving from 2007 to 2011 as international execu- 
tive director of the historically black Phi Beta Sigma 
Fraternity Inc. He also was CEO of M WM & Associates, 
described on its website as a consulting firm.

Whatever his prospects for winning 
the coming mayoral election in his 
hometown of Clarksdale, Miss., 
Marco McMillian was considered 
by many to be a man on the rise. 
So word spread fast when his SUV 
was involved in a wreck this week, 
and he was nowhere to be found. 

The discovery of the openly gay 
candidate’s body near a Mississip- 
pi River levee Wednesday stunned 
residents of Clarksdale, a Blues 
mecca in the Mississippi Delta. 

On Thursday, 22-year-old Law- 
rence Reed was charged with mur- 
der in McMillian’s death, according 
to a news release from the Coaho- 
ma County Sheriffs Department. 

An investigation began Tues- 
day when a man crashed McMil- 
lian’s SUV into another car on U.S. 
Highway 49. The candidate wasn’t 


in the car. 

McMillian’s 
body, found later 
near a levee, was 
sent for an autop- 
sy. The cause of 
death hasn’t been 
Reed made public. The 
sheriff’s depart- 
ment has not released a possible 
motive. 

Supporters say McMillian — a 


1997 graduate of Clarksdale High 
School who graduated magna cum 
laude from Jackson State and held 
a master’s degree from St. Mary’s 
University in Minnesota — had big 
ideas for Clarksdale. 

“Why would somebody want 
to do something like that to some- 
body of that caliber? He was a high- 
ly respected person,” said Dennis 
Thomas, 33, who works at Abe’s

Allegations of abuse 
undercut S. Africa’s 
troubled police force 

Johannesburg 

The job of the South African police 
is to fight one of the highest crime 
rates in the world. Instead, the force 
stands accused of contributing to it. 

On Thursday, the release of a 
video showing uniformed police 
binding a taxi driver to the back of 
a police vehicle and dragging him 
— the man was later found dead in 
a police cell — shocked South Afri- 
cans long accustomed to stories of 
police misconduct. 

At a bail hearing for Oscar 
Pistorius last week, a magistrate 
harshly criticized a police detective 
for shoddy work in the investiga- 


tion into the murder case against 
the double-amputee athlete, who 
is charged with killing his girl- 
friend. And last year, police fired 
into a crowd of striking miners, 
killing 34 in a convulsion of vio- 
lence that reminded many of the 
worst excesses of the apartheid era. 

These high-profile episodes cap 
a steady flow of allegations of police 


misconduct. Many South Africans 
mistrust the very institution that is 
supposed to protect them, and the 
scandals weaken efforts by South 
Africa to project itself as a model 
country in sub-Saharan Africa. 

“They are there for safety, but 
we as a people fear them more,” 
said Alfonso Adams of Johan- 
nesburg. 


It remains to be seen wheth- 
er the succession of scandals will 
trigger such a groundswell of pub- 
lic outrage that the government 
will push through police reforms. 

South Africa’s high crime rate 
has also fed a gun culture that feeds 
off the perception that police can- 
not be trusted to do the job. In a 
country of 49 million, 15,609 were 
murdered over the last year. 

“They are no deterrent or help,” 
Sheila Rosslee said of South African 
police. Her husband owns a gun 
range and is a firearms instructor 
in eastern Pretoria. 

In 2007, she fired two shots at 
two men who pulled guns on her, 
slightly wounding one. Though 
she gave the police her address 
and phone number, she said: “They 
couldn’t even be bothered to con- 
tact me.” RAF CASERT (AP) 


Pope Begins Historic Retirement 


Castel Gandolf o, Italy 

Pope Benedict XVI left the Catho- 
lic Church in unprecedented limbo 
Thursday as he became the first 
pope in 600 years to resign, cap- 
ping a tearful day of farewells that 
included an extraordinary pledge 
of obedience to his successor. 

The Swiss Guards in Castel 
Gandolfo shut the doors of the pala- 
zzo shortly after 8 p.m. Thursday, 
symbolically closing out a papacy 
whose legacy will be most marked 
by the way it ended — a resignation 
instead of a death. In a changing of 
the guard, the Swiss Guards hand- 
ed over responsibility of protect- 
ing Benedict, 85, to Vatican police. 

The pope’s journey into retire- 
ment began with an emotion- 
al send-off from the Vatican. His 
closest aide wept by his side as they

took their final walk down the mar- 
bled halls of the Apostolic Palace. 

In his final public remarks as 
pope, Benedict pledged to continue 
working for the good of the church. 
Arms raised, he told a packed piaz- 
za from the palace balcony that as 
of his retirement, “I am simply a 
pilgrim beginning the last leg of 
his pilgrimage on this Earth.” (ap)

Some people 
take Metro. And others take a few steps down 
the hallway. “I just roll out of bed in my pajamas," 
says Christina Grolman, a consultant with 
accounting firm Deloitte. 


The 25-year-old found that get- 
ting from North Bethesda to her 
Ballston office and back each day 
was taking a toll. (“On a good day, 
that’s an hour one way,” she says.) 
So she talked to her bosses and now 
spends one to three days of every 
workweek at her place. 

This schedule has given her 
more energy, the chance to focus 
on projects without interruptions 
and time for healthier habits, such 
as making lunch in her kitchen. 
And when Grolman does have to 
get behind the wheel of her Mus- 
tang, she doesn’t mind as much 
because it’s not a daily grind. 

Good thing her gig isn’t with 
Yahoo. Marissa Mayer, the Inter- 
net company’s CEO, just announced 
that her employees will have to 
physically report to the office or 
lose their jobs. The reasoning cited 
in her memo? “Speed and quality 


are often sacrificed when we work 
from home.” 

I’m guessing this means that 
Yahoo won’t be participating in 
the third annual Telework Week, 
which starts Monday. Organized by 
the Alexandria-based Mobile Work 
Exchange, the event is designed to 
highlight all of the good stuff that 
happens when people telework for 
at least one day. The final tallies 
for last year’s event, when about 
70,000 employees around the world 
pledged to take part, were mind- 
boggling: more than $5.6 million 
saved in commuting costs, more 
than 250,000 hours gained in peo- 
ple’s lives and nearly 3,500 tons of 
pollutants removed from the air. 

Because 50,000 of those pledg- 
es came from around here, the 
majority of those numbers benefit- 
ted the D.C. area. And frankly, we 
could use a whole lot more num- 


bers like those and fewer like the 
ones from the Texas A&M Trans- 
portation Institute, which recently 
reported that Washington’s driv- 
ers waste an average of 67 hours 
stuck in traffic each year. 

“Time is money,” 
says Cindy Auten, 
general manag- 
er of Mobile Work 
Exchange. “If my 
employee is stuck in 
traffic, that employ- 
ee is coming in late. 
And one accident 
can shut down the 
Beltway for a whole rush hour.” 

Auten emphasizes that tele- 
work isn’t an all-or-nothing prop- 
osition. There are full-time tele- 
workers, part-timers like Grolman 
and people who take advantage of 
the option on an ad hoc basis — 
maybe they have a midmorning 
doctor’s appointment near home, 
so they won’t head into the office 
until the afternoon. 

As Washington is trying to 
figure out how to cope with an 
expanding population but no more 
space for roads and little wiggle 
room for adding capacity to pub- 
lic transportation, this kind of job 
flexibility sounds like a practical 
solution. 

With more people working from 
home in their slippers, the folks 
who do have to get to the office 
can make the trip faster. Anyone 
who doesn’t see the benefit in that 
is a yahoo.

In the Cards 

For season-ticket holders, the Nats’ 
plastic pass may be a game changer 


Washington 

The Nationals’ vision of a new 
ballpark experience begins at an 
unmanned turnstile, where a plan 
holder waves her card over a read- 
er and makes “contact-less” entry 
in less than a second. Within a 
few steps, an email or text mes- 
sage arrives, thanking the fan for 
attending her lOth-straight game 
and offering a free hot dog. 

Before arriving at her seat, the 
fan stops off at a team store, earn- 
ing a 15 percent discount for being 
a plan holder, and debiting the cost 
from that same access card. She 
then heads for a concession stand, 
breezing through an “e-Cash” line, 
where transactions are processed 
seven times faster than in tradi- 
tional cash or credit lines. 

The Nationals will send details 


of its new “Ultimate Ballpark 
Access” card to season-ticket hold- 
ers on Friday, laying out what team 
chief operating officer Andy Feffer 
calls “a monumental change” in the 
plan holder/franchise relationship. 

The cards — which employ the 
same radio frequency identification 
(RFID) technology used in Metro’s 
SmarTrip cards — will move plan 
holders through turnstiles more 
quickly, the team says. Within a 
few months, they will also serve as 
an “e-Cash” debit card at Nationals 
Park retail and concession stands, 
allowing for faster transactions. 

The card will be linked to the 
club’s loyalty program, with fans 
earning rewards and upgrades. 
And the card will allow real-time 
offers during games, such as dis- 
counted popcorn or jersey specials. 
It could also give the team unprec- 



Gone Plastic 

The Capitals and the Wizards 
have already replaced paper 
ticketing with plastic cards. 

The teams use a magnetic-strip 
card that must be manually 
swiped, with plan holders then 
receiving a printout listing their 
seat locations.

edented access to its supporters’ 
habits: Just how many hot dogs 
did that family in Section 138 eat 
last month, anyhow? 

The team ran a pilot program 
last season before instituting the 
switch for all 20-, 40- and 8l-game 
plan holders this season. Sports 
executives believe the Nats could be 
leading the way for U.S. franchises. 

“We think the Nationals are 
actually the forerunner in this 
path — that’s why we’ve paid a lot 
of attention to what they’re doing,” 
said Tim Zue, the vice president 
of business development for the 
Boston Red Sox, who are launch- 
ing a similar pilot program for 
700 account holders this spring. 

Disney parks and other enter- 
tainment sites are also introduc- 
ing similar wristbands that will 
facilitate interactions between con- 
sumers and their corporate hosts. 


Some have already expressed 
displeasure over losing paper 
records of their fandom. 

“I’m given 81 keepsakes — that’s 
important to me,” said Sam Rhem, 
a season-ticket holder since 2005. 

Team executives are familiar 
with fans’ misgivings. The Nats 
will allow fans to purchase com- 
memorative tickets, though the 
price hasn’t been announced. 

Jerry Casselano of Pro Ven- 
tures, an Arlington-based market- 
ing agency, said his corporate cli- 
ents are often traditionalists about 
paper tickets, especially at baseball 
games. But he said the new system 
would benefit both the Nationals 
and their fans. 

“It’s smart and innovative to 
capture all this information,” Cas- 
selano said. “And it makes things 
a lot easier on a ticket owner.”

After 18 months of 
construction, plaza 
near completion 

Washington 

For more than a year, travelers 
heading to or from Union Station 
have been greeted by the sight of 
construction equipment as work- 
ers reshaped the plaza and roads in 
front of the iconic train terminal. 

The old Columbus Plaza was 
drab and confusing. But now, after 
nearly 18 months of work, the new 
Columbus Plaza is almost complete, 
and drivers can exit at one end of 
the plaza or the other.

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No. 80 Bus, Lifeline for Patients, Needs Care 


Washington 

When the No. 80 bus is delayed, 
so are patients of the many hospi- 
tals served by the route, including 
George Washington University Hos- 
pital, MedStar Washington Hospi- 
tal Center and Providence Hospital. 

And these days, the 80 is 
plagued by delays. 

Although the bus is supposed 
to run every 15 minutes, riders say 
they often end up waiting more 
than 30 minutes. Riders also com- 
plain that buses don’t run as fre- 
quently as they’d like and are often 
crowded when they arrive. 

Metro officials are studying the 
route, trying to figure out how to 
speed it up so hospitals and their 


patients are assured of having the 
vital transportation link. 

“One of the top issues will be 
how to deal with traffic conges- 
tion that 80-line buses routine- 
ly encounter,” Metro spokesman 
Philip Stewart said. 

But the transit agency says 
funding is not available for imme- 
diate improvements. 

The 80 route is one of the bus- 
iest in the Metro system: It has 
about 7,500 passengers on an aver- 
age weekday, according to Metro. 

With many infirm riders, the 80 
creates particular issues for Metro. 
Accommodating passengers with 
limited mobility demands a lit- 
tle more time at the bus stop, and 
wheelchairs take up more space in

already crowded buses. 

Metro is looking to make minor 
route alterations and adding limit- 
ed-stop bus service to the corridor 


Meanwhile... 

Metro General Manager Richard 
Sarles said Thursday that the 
transit agency could lose $10 million 
in revenue through September if 
federal workers are furloughed 
because of the mandatory budget 
cuts set to go into effect Friday. The 
agency could also be in danger of 
forgoing $12 million in federal funding 
that’s part of a larger pot of money 
for capital work, including rebuilding 
the aging rail system, (twp) 


to reduce delays. Another change 
being considered is eliminating 
service west of Farragut Square.

Wizards 

When John Wall returned to the 
Wizards’ lineup after missing 
the first half of the season with 
a knee injury, his presence gave 
the team an immediate boost of 
energy that coincided with Wash- 
ington playing its best basketball 
of the year. 

And while other players — 
namely Bradley Beal and Mar- 
tell Webster — have continued to 
thrive, Wall has been off his game 
since the All-Star break. 

The point guard’s lackluster 
performance in Wednesday’s loss 
to Detroit, in which he had more 
turnovers (seven) than points (six), 
was the latest subpar effort from 
the Wizards star. 

“He is going through a rough 
stretch,” coach Randy Witt- 


man said. “Whether it’s a game, 
a stretch, two weeks, a week, 10 
days, you got to fight through it. 
You can’t succumb to it. You can’t 
feel sorry for yourself.” 

Wall can only hope that his 
fortunes will change with Fri- 
day’s game against the New York 
Knicks as the calendar flips to 
March, because February was a 
rough month. 

Never a great shooter. Wall 
unleashed some clunkers, going 
l-for-12 from the floor against 
Toronto on Feb. 19 and 2-for-ll 
against the Raptors less than a 
week later en route to shooting just 
37.7 percent in February. 

More troubling is that Wall had 


three games with seven turnovers 
in the month, and another con- 
test with six, bringing his assist- 
to -turnover ratio under the 2-to- 
1 mark (8.2 apg to 4.3 turnovers) 
over the month. 

“I think those were great pass- 
es,” Wall said after a spate of early 
turnovers Wednesday. “Some of my 
teammates aren’t catching them, 
some of them got tipped away. Just 
got to deal with it.” 

And while he appears to be 
pressing. Wall’s struggles haven’t 
lessened his impact on the Wiz- 
ards’ offense or his standing in 
the locker room. 

“He’s passionate. He’s compet- 
itive. I love that kid. He’s a good 
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point guard,” Beal said. “I don’t 
care what anybody says, he’s going 
to be fine regardless. He just has to 
hold his head high and keep mov- 
ing forward.” 

Wall dismissed any concerns 
about a lingering injury, and on the 
court, he appears just as speedy as 
he was before the injury. Howev- 
er, Wall has always straddled the 
line between fast and out of con- 
trol, with recent results trending 
toward the latter. 

Whatever his woes. Wall 
remains confident he’ll be able to 
lift his game to the level the Wiz- 
ards need him at in order to suc- 
ceed. For the third-year player, it’s 
a simple formula. 

“I’m just trying to play bas- 
ketball and do my best to help my

You Don’t Know Jack 


This bewildering spin 
on ‘Jack and the 
Beanstalk’ is not the 
story you remember 


Film Review 

Much like the imaginary setting of 
“Jack the Giant Slayer” — a floating 
land called Gantua, situated half- 
way between heaven and earth, and 
populated by a race of CGI giants 
— the fairy tale-inspired film is 
stuck between two extremes. Too 
scary for very young children yet too 
silly for most older fans of director 
Bryan Singer’s earlier forays into the 
Superman and X-Men franchises, 
“Jack” seems designed to appeal to 
a very narrow, and possibly illusory, 
demographic: the mature moppet. 

Loosely based on the old Eng- 
lish folk tale about a boy who dis-

covers a magic beanstalk that leads 
to the realm of an evil giant, the 
film includes scenes of pitched bat- 
tle that resemble outtakes from a 
“Lord of the Rings” films, as well as 
the kind of belching-and-flatulence 
humor popular with preschool- 
ers. Although it centers around an 
unlikely love story — between an 
adolescent farm boy named Jack

(Nicholas Hoult) and a beautiful 
princess named Isabelle (Eleanor 
Tomlinson) — the central relation- 
ship is as sexless as a prepubescent 
peck on the cheek. 

Couple that with man-eating 
giants, and the question seems 
obvious: Who exactly is this 
movie for? 

It’s certainly well made enough. 
The digitally animated giants, 
whose kidnapping of Isabelle 
leads to a rescue mission by Jack, 
the dashing palace guard Elmont 
(Ewan McGregor) and Isabelle’s 
betrothed (Stanley Tucci), are actu- 
ally kind of cool, albeit in a cartoon- 
ish way. Inexplicably, one of them 
(voiced by Bill Nighy) has a second 
head sprouting from the side of his 
neck, like a Gollum-shaped goiter. 
Voiced by John Kassir, the append- 
age doesn’t talk so much as roll its 
eyes, grunt and mug for the cam- 
era, in an annoyingly intrusive form 
of comic relief (Oddly, the movie

isn’t quite scary enough — for any- 
one over, say, 10 years old — to real- 
ly need it.) 

In the title role, Hoult comes 
across as a somewhat zombie-ish 
leading man, a result of either his 
limited acting ability or his recent 
starring turn as an undead teen 
in “Warm Bodies.” Tomlinson, for 
her part, is suitably feisty, although 
in a generic, Disney-princess sort 
of way. Tucci hams it up nicely as 
Isabelle’s duplicitous fiance Roder- 


ick, a megalomaniac in tights and 
a medieval Jheri curl who wants to 
rule over the giants. 

This leaves McGregor as the 
film’s only actual grown-up hero. 
Unfortunately, the part that’s writ- 
ten for him doesn’t live up to the 
actor’s considerable talent, charm 
and screen presence. 

There are a couple of nifty, if less 
than jaw-dropping, special effects. 
But the whole thing never feels at 
all real. Why, for example, are all 
the giants dudes? Where are all the 
lady giants, or the giant babies?

Finney, 26, an administrative assis- 
tant, says her upstairs neighbors “sound 
like they’re playing Wii at all hours of 
the night and the morning.” But it’s the 
downstairs neighbors whom she calls the 
“real troublemakers,” with lots of guests 
and loud music. 

Of the annoyances that cause renters to 
complain about their neighbors, “Noise and 
smoking are up there,” says Shaun Pharr, 
senior vice president of government affairs 
for the Apartment and Office Building 
Association (Aoba-metro.org), a region- 
al real-estate trade group.

are another frequent cause for gripes. 

While annoying neighbors are, 
well, annoying, it doesn’t have to be 
cause to move out or call the police. 
Here’s how to handle a tough situa- 
tion without resorting to calling the 
authorities: 

TalkItOut 

The first step is simple: Talk to your 
neighbors. 

“This [was] a little bit intimidat- 
ing for me,” says Finney, who eventu- 
ally got up the nerve to knock on her 
downstairs neighbor’s door. Unfortu- 
nately, she was ignored. 

Still, that was the right move, says 
Gary Greene, the code enforcement 
manager at the Arlington County 
Community Planning, Housing and 
Development Department, an office 
that receives frequent complaints 
about less-than-neighborly neighbors. 

Greene says the key is to talk to 
neighbors in a very, very nice way. 
“Maybe they just weren’t aware,” he 
says. “If there’s a harsh approach, then 
there tends to be a harsh response.” 

But just in case your neighbors 
ignore you, be sure to document the 
dates and times you spoke with or 
tried to speak with them. Greene rec- 
ommends trying to talk at least three 
times before you get outside help. 

Call for Help 

If talk isn’t working, the next step is to 
reach out to the landlord or the build- 
ing’s management company. They can 
help you work things out. 

Property managers have an “eco- 


Prevent Problems 

The best time to head off potential 
problems with neighbors is before 
you even move in. If you’re sensitive 
to noise, find out how a building was 
constructed before signing a lease. 
High-rise buildings with concrete 
floors tend to be quieter than wood- 
framed buildings, says Julie A. Smith, 
president of Bozzuto Management 
Company. And newer buildings are 
more likely to have soundproofing. 
“Most developers today will spend 
a lot of time and money on sound 
attenuation," Smith says. If your pet 
peeve is pets, look for a building that 
does not allow them. If it's smoke that 
you can't stand, look for a smoke-free 
one. This is a new trend in rentals that 
you can expect to see more of, says 
Rick Haughey of the National Multi- 
Housing Council. L.R. 


nomic incentive to keep the peace in 
the community,” says Rick Haughey, 
vice president of property operations 
and technology for the National Multi- 
Housing Council, which represents 
large apartment firms. 

“Put it in writing to your landlord,” 
says Rosie McCray-Moody, manager 
of Montgomery County’s Landlord- 
Tenant Affairs Office. If the property 
manager ignores your complaint, you 
should tell your local landlord-tenant 
affairs office. 


“It’s a breach of lease if someone is 
really being disruptive and are ignor- 
ing complaints and requests and that 
sort of thing,” says Julie A. Smith, pres- 
ident of Greenbelt, Md.-based Bozzu- 
to Management Company. 

It’s hard to terminate a lease based 
on noise level, which can be subjective, 
but Smith says her company will try 
to move one of the residents to anoth- 
er unit to solve the problem. 

It’s more complicated if you and 
your neighbor have different landlords. 

Megan Lysaght, 25, and her part- 
ner, Amanda Jessen, 25, have spent 
two years trying to persuade their 
next-door neighbor to find a different 
place to smoke. Their Eastern Market

house next door, so smoke “funnels 
into our house,” says Lysaght, a civic 
education program manager.

The Last Resort 

If nothing else works, renters can con- 
sider civil action against the problem- 
atic neighbor or property managers for 
failing to act.

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My church has a phenomenal 
program called Backpack Bud- 
dies. Church members buy easy- 
to-make, nonperishable food and 
then volunteers stuff it into back- 
packs for more than 60 local kids 
who wouldn’t necessarily have any- 
thing of substance to eat over the 
weekend. “A Place at the Table” 
shows the absolute necessity and 
positive impact of programs like 
this, but it also showed me their 
limits. My church has dozens of 
Dutch boys with their fingers in 
the dike; we’re keeping the town 
from temporarily flooding with- 
out figuring out a way to stop the 
ever-rising water. 

I’m extraordinarily proud of the 
Backpack Buddies program. Some 
tenets of Christianity are tough to 
figure out — “Feed the poor” isn’t 
one of them. But “A Place at the 


Table” has tough lessons for every- 
one, no matter their faith, no matter 
their political affiliation, no mat- 
ter what they thought they knew 
about poverty. 

I didn’t come out of “A Place 
at the Table” in despair. I came 
out angry. And I came out ready 
to work, not only to help fill those 
dozens of backpacks, but also to 
figure out how to make it so no kid 
ever needs to carry a backpack full 
of Easy Mac home.

Part political procedural, part seam- 
lessly recreated time capsule, Pablo 
Larrain’s “No” revisits Chile in 1988, 
when brutal dictator Augusto Pino- 
chet — under pressure from the 
international community — held a 
referendum on his leadership, which 
he had seized in a coup in 1973.

Saavedra’s boss happens to be 
working for Pinochet’s campaign, 
and his estranged wife, Veronica 
(Antonia Zegers), is a radical activ- 
ist who insists that the vote is just 
an empty exercise, rigged to legit- 
imize a reign of terror that includ- 
ed murders, kidnappings, exiles 


and “disappearances.” Played by 
Bernal with somber reserve, Saa- 
vedra glides through the tensions 
of his life with cipher-like diffi- 
dence, hanging back meekly when 
Veronica is being beaten by police 
and quietly accepting her inconsis- 
tent presence with him and their 
young son. 

Larrain is sophisticated enough 
to embrace Saavedra’s indetermi- 
nate position between social change 
agent and slickster. He’s so unforth- 
coming that it’s difficult to decide 
whether he’s hopelessly shallow or 
shrewdly unthreatening, but by the 
film’s tumultuous final scenes, his 
ambivalence is clear. 

“No” isn’t as definitive or declar- 
ative as its title: It leaves viewers 
wondering whether they should 
cheer, shrug or shake their heads.

(Jennifer Lawrence), a sharp-tongued young 
widow with an acute nonsense-detector and 
a knack for brutal honesty equaled only by 
Pat's own impulsive, socially disastrous 
candor.

Ellen Kassoff Gray and Todd Gray can add a new 
title to their resume: cookbook authors. The foodie 
power couple (he’s the chef, she’s the GM at Equinox 
Restaurant and Muse at the Corcoran Gallery of 
Art) just released “The New Jewish Table” ($35, St. 
Martin’s). They chat about its trad recipes (blintzes, 
brisket, matzo ball soup) Wed. at 7 p.m. at Sixth & I 
Historic Synagogue (600 1 St. NW; Sixthandi.org). 


What was it like introducing your 
non-Jewish chef-husband, Todd 
Gray, to Jewish cuisine? 

Getting anybody who’s not Jew- 
ish to understand what matzo ball 
soup is is interesting. He grew up 
in the south and never really ate 
gefilte fish or herring before. With 
some couples who are interfaith, 
the [non-Jewish] partner might 
never have a penchant to go out 
and remake a recipe. But Todd’s a 
chef, so he really wanted to up the 
ante on matzo ball soup. 

Mow’d he do that? 

He tells me club soda [mixed with 


matzo meal] will keep the matzo 
balls a little fluffier. 

Did he have any ideas about how 
to improve latkes? 

Using a little less oil and some salt, 
and not letting the potatoes oxidize. 

Why are we seeing more chefs 
making Jewish food in D.C.? 

D.C. definitely has a big Jewish 
base. All these young chefs are 
looking for old dishes to update 
and new inspiration. A lot of these 
cooks are Jewish and grew up with 
this kind of food and were think- 
ing the same thing Todd thought 


Are there intersections between 
the cuisines you and your hus- 
band each grew up eating? 

A little bit, because his grand- 
mother was German so there was 
that European influence. There 
are definitely some crossover rec- 
ipes in the book, too, where he did 
take his Southern roots and kind 
of combine the food with Jewish 
traditions. 

What’s an example of a Jewish- 
Southern fusion dish in the cook- 
book? 

Southern fried chicken — the rec- 
ipe is about a coincidence grow- 
ing up between Todd and I. It’s an 
absolute example of the Southern 
meeting the Jewish. “Sojew,” as we 
could call it. I just coined a phrase! 

I hear you’re a vegan — how can 
that be in your line of work? 

I’m a social vegan. It’s really hard 
in my business to be 100 percent 
vegan. It’s my greatest desire one 
day, but I’m married to a chef and 
I own a catering company, a cafe 
and a restaurant, it’s tough. I do 
what I can. But I haven’t eaten meat
